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Dearss oar late visit to Scotland, we have hai many seasons of rejoicing with the

care. We feel a certam and indubitable confidence that the work of reformation is 
progressing favourably with the Scottish Saints; and it is not the least amongst the 
causes of cur gratification to learn that a spirit of earnest inquiry prevails with many 
who are as yet strangers to “ the covenant of promise.” The marked attention shown 
by this class at both Glasgow and Edinburgh leads us to indulge in the hope that 
many will yet be added to the good work in these places. Although the numbers 
ized im Scotland of late does not contrast very favourably with some other parts 
of the Mission, atl the warm and ardent feelings of the Saints, as well as the pre- 
sence of gumerous strangers at our mecting-places, indicate to us that the good 
Spirit of the Lord is moving upon the hearts of the people, and preparing 
them for. 2 good work to be dome im that quarter. Generally speaking, we 
comenend the zealous efforts of the Priesthood in that Pastorate; and, in giving our 
approval of the course parsued by them, we wish to avail ourselves of the opportu- 
mity to make a few suggestions for the benefit of all engaged in the ministry. In 
doing 0, we shall speak plain, for this reason—that when we speak upon priociples, 
and leave the Priesthood to digest and apply them to themselves, they invariably pass 
them over, thimking they are spoken for the benefit of others only. Local interest and 
sectional and ustional prejudices have been, and still are, a serious drawback upon 
the labours and efforts of the ministry im this land. As long as such things find a 
place witha the the Pliers, them usefulness will necessarily be limited. There 
are some reasoms whech may be eesigned for this state of feelings, growing out of the 
(xyumerstion exmtmg m this country, as weil as many local causes. 

When the Riders are called to premde over a district of country, their feelings beeome 
locakzed and narrowed down to the hanits of the district where they are called to labour. 
Ik is not unfrequently the case that those holding a presiding position (for fear the 
Traveling Elders or Branch Presents will get the credit of doing something which 
wil promote the cause, or harmonize the feelings of the Saints when matters of differ- 
ence may exist.) attend to all matters of this kind in person; whereas, if Branch 
Presidents and Travelling Elders were permitted to exercise a little discretion, 
matters of this kied would be settled at once, instead of being nursed along until it 
magtt be convenient for the Conference President to look after it himself. 

We wich all who bold presiding positions (both Pastors and Conference Presidents) 
te keow that is their duty and calling to extend the labours 
aed duties of those who may be ander their supervision, insiead of curtailing 
vetricting them So mew are bound by imaginary limes and pre- 
seribed by certam specie duties, having uber labours measured out to them by some 
geage or standard which is lsble to vary according to the whims and prejadices of 
these who may preside over them, their labours and usefulness will of necessity be 
eveimeid w tbe same narrow sphere.
